THE GRAND CAMP.

The besutitul weather of yesterday,
after Wednesday's rain, brought an
enormous crowd of Confederate veterans
from all over the State to Lynchburg.
Several thousand people attended the
morning seasion of the grand eamp,

Capt, J, Taylor Stratton, of Rich-
moud, made his report as chairman of
the credential committee, showing that 652
camps were represented there and that 56
& commanders, 18 commanders, 143
delegates and 234 alteroates were pres-
ent. Quartermaster General Tipton 1.
Jennings reported the total coilection to
be $501.58, with & balance on hand of
$104.14.  The report of the treasurer ol
the Home for Needy Confederate Wo-
men, on Grace street, Richmond, was
read, showing fotal receipts to be §11,-
940,56, total disbursements, £11,791,86,
total assets, $20,648.70, and total lia-
bilities, £4,854.42. Grand Commander
Christian then introduced Senator John
W. Daniel, chairman of the history
committes, who made his report.

The report was voluminous and dealt
in historical facts and figures which
coversd many , aud which had
been obtained by careful research of
government records. It corrected many
erroneous staloments, Some space was
devoled to the restoration of records tin-
dertaken by the federal governmont un-
der the law passed by the Fifty-seventh
(Congress, and in which work Virginia is
now aiding through the efforts of Maj.
Robert W. Hunter, secretary of mli-
tary records. The report urges all who
have records which will assist in this
work to give or loan them to the State,
that they may be embodied in the offi-
cial records,

A considerable part of the report is de-
voted to corrections of figures concern-
ing the dead aund wounded at Getlys-
burg. The Senate recommended that steps
be taken to secure a brief history of
every company, battalion, and regiment
of Virginia that served to the war. He
#lso recommended that subasssociations
orcommittees of thecamp be formed rep-
resenting the iofantry, cavalry, artillery
engineers, and staff, in which latter arc
incloded chaplains, ordnance, medical,
quartermaster, commisary, and signal
service corps, and that at every anuual
meeting of the grand camp, s paper be
read by some comrade representing each
of these mssociation, and that the com-
mander of thiscamp be authorized to ap-
point the person ineach corps to perform
this duty at the pext annual meeting.
In these reports are to be embodied mat-
ter to supply deficiencies and correction
of mistakes, with any recommendation
toward » complete bistory of the Vir-
ginia forces in the civil war,

The storm that set in on Wednesday

night on the South Atlanticcoast caused
an immense amount of damage all along

the coast before it finally switched off

into the ocean by way of the Canadian

msrii:-in? provinces,

ipping especially suffered, and re-
mruofwmkad and stranded veasels, e-
pecially smaller craft, have come tron:
all points along the Atlantic seaboard,

At the Delaware Breakwater, where
the wind reached a velocity of 100 miles
an hour early Thursday morning, the
destruction was most severe. All the
sailing vessels there, and there were
quite 8 number of craft of all kinds,
were dam more or less severely,
Many went aground. The schooner |
C. Allen was completely wrecked and
one of her crew was drowned,

The fishing smack Grey Eagle, of
Charleston, 8, C,, lost her rudder while
being towed by the Clyde Line steamer
Huron off the Charleston lightship, and
went down. Three of the crew were
saved, but the other five perished,

Shipping in the New York harbor
also eaught the full force of the storm,
although, baving been warned, all ceaft
had ht the most secure berths pos-
sible.

The wide extent and general damage
of Wednesday night’s storm only became
known yesterday with the restoration of
the telegraph wires that were blown
down in many places in Virginia. The
storm, which was heavier on the coast,
extended with destructive force to tho
foot hills and trom every direction comea
reporta of the loss of tobaceo barns with
crops in them destroyed by wind and
rain. The damage to the corn ecrop is
immense, as it was laid fat and the ears
beaten into the dust by the heavy rain.
No loss of life is reported. The people
of Richmond are regretful at “the fall of
a row of maples on Franklin street thut
had been temporarily weakened by street
improvement.  The storm has entirely
freed tha city of an awful and unususl
pest of mosquitoes caused by the many
stagnant pools in the river made by the
long drought. The James river is now
full and both the pest and the cause
gone,

The steamer Brandon, bound from
Norfolk for Richmond, was cauglht by
the storm Wednesduy night off the
mouth of the Appomattox and anchored,
but ber anchor dragged, and she wos
blown on the mud flats hard and fast.
The Brandon's 26 passengers came on to
Richmoud by rail yesterday morning
from City Point. The Brandon was
subsequently floated.
